Approximately  70  per  cent  of  the  1929  flue-cured  tobacco  crop 
Was  marketed  prior  to  November  15'.     To  date  prices  have  averaged  about 
one  cent  per  pound  higher  than  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1928. 
The  marketing  season  for  most  of  the  other  types  will  open  by  or  before 
December  15  ,    The  following  shows  the  average  season' s  prices  on  local 
markets  by  types  for  the  1927  and  1928  seasons  and  the  probable  changes 
in  1929  compared  with  1928:

Flue -cured 


Flue-cured  tobacco  prices  have  improved  slightly  in  recent  weeks. 
Present  prices  for  tobacco  similar  in  quality  are  expected  to  be  main- 
tained or  slightly  improved  during  the  remainder  of  the  season  but  the 
monthly  average  price  for  markets  in  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  will 
probably  be  lower  in  December,  January  and  February  than  in  October 
and  November  since  the  lower  grades  usually  comprise  a  larger  proportion 
of  the  sales  toward  the  end  of  the  marketing  season. 

Cigarette  ■  tax  sales  from  May  to  September  were  12  per  cent  higher 
than,  for  the.  corresponding  period  of  last  year,  indicating  that  an  in- 
crease of  cigarette  consumption  for  the  year  beginning  July  1,  1929 
similar  to  the  increases  of  other  recent  years  is  bei.ng  fully  maintai.ned. 
Exports  for  July,  August  and  September  were  _88_.4^jni^_ion_^oun.ds  compared 
with  71.2  mi rii on  pounds  fj5r''th~e  "cor responding  period  last  year.  Exports 
for  October,  Noveitibf:r  and- December  may  not  equal  those  of  the  same  months 
last  year,  but  the  export s-for  -the,  entire  season  are  expected  to  compare 
favorable  wj.th  those  .  of  Tast"season .  •.  Exports  were  exceptionally  heavy 
during  September,  October,  November  and  December  last  season  because,  of., 
large  takings  by  China' due  to  anticipated  increases  in  inport  and  excise 
duties.  '  . 

Bur  ley  '  ' ;  . 

The  Burley  price  outlook  has  not  materially  .changed  during  the 
past  two  months  and  an  average  season's  price  between  those  of  1923  snd 
1927  appears  probable  with-  the  situat.ion  more  n.early  like  that  of  1927. 
In  1933  the  average  price  on  local  marke.t  S:  was  21.4  cents  per  pound  and 
in  1927  it  was  26.0  cents.;-    In  1928  it  was.  30.. 3  cents.     The  indicated 
supply  is  two  per  cent  larger  than  last  year,  five  per  cent  less  than 
in  1923  and  approximately  the  same  as-  in  1927.     The  quality  of  the  crop 
appears  to  be  below  that  of  1928,  above  that  of  1927  and  not.  greatly 
different  from  that  of  1923.  '.  ' 

The  domestic  consumption  of  Burley  for  the  year  beginning  October 
1,  1928  was  larger,  than  fqr  the-previous  .year  but  smaller,  than  for  the 
twelve  months  beginning  October,  1926  when  extremely  low  prices  prevailed. 
In  recentt  years  there  h>-5s  been  a  slight  upward  trend  ia  domestic  consump- 
tion .of  bur  ley  tobacco  due  to  the  fact  .that  tne  increase  ^i.n  . tjie. ..qu.axi.t.ity. - 

used  for  c  igarettes-'hr.ff- raoi^ '■t'ha!5"'^6Tf set 'TlTe^'decre^^  in  the  ougjitity  used 
for  chewi.ng  and  smoking.     (See  Table  1). 

Southern  Maryland    .••  :  .  • 

Present  indications  are  that  the  prices  of  Southern  Maryland 
tobacco  will  slightly  exceed  those  of  the  season  just  closed.     The  pro- 
duction indicated  on  November  1  is  10  per  cent  larger  than  in  1928  but 
stocks  have  been  materially  reduced  so  that  the  total  indicated  supply 
is  6  per  cent  smaller  than  that  of  last  season.    The  quality  of  the  crop 


is  better  than  last  year.     The  average  sefeson^s  price  has  not  greatly- 
changed  during  the  past  four  years,  ranging  between  22  and  24  cents  per 
pound.     Apparently  the  quantity  of  this  type  used  in  making  cigai'ettes 
is  increasing.    The  domestic  consumption  and  total  disappearance  was 
larger  for  the  year  beginning  October  1,   1928  than  during  other  recent 
years.     (  See  Table  2)  . 

Green  River  . 

Prices  for  Green  River  tobacco  this  season  not  greatly  different 
from  those  of  1928  appear  probab-le.     Stocks  of  this  type  have  been  grad- 
ually reduced  and  prices  have  gradually  improved  since  1925.     In  1925 
the  average  price  on  local  markets  was  6.9  cents  per  pound  and  in  1928 
it  Was  11.6  cents. 

The  production  indicated  on  November  1  is  larger  than  that  of 
last  year  but  stocks  are  smaller  so  that  the  total  supply  is  not  mater- 
ially changed.    The  quality  of  the  crop  appears  to  be  slightly  better 
than  last  year.     Both  exports  and  domestic  consumption  have  raaxkedly 
declined  in  recent  years  but  the  exports  for  the  year  beginning  October 
1,  1928  were  slightly  larger  than  for  the  year  beginning  October  1, 
1927.     The  domestic  consumption  was  practically  the  same  during  the 
past  year  as  during  the  preceding  year.     (See  Table  3). 

One  Slacker 

Prices  of  One  Sucker  tobacco  in  1929  slightly  lower  than  those 
of  the  1928  season  appear  probable.    The  prices  of  this  type  have  shown 
marked  improvement  since  1926.     In  1926  the  average  price  on  local  markets 
was  5.7  cents  per  pound,  in  1927  it.  was  10.6  cents  and  in  1928  it  was  12.2 
cents.     The  production  indicated  on  November  1  is  larger  than  last  year  but 
stocks  have  been  reduced  so  that  the  total  supply  is  not  materially  changed. 
The  total  disappearance  has  been  gradually  declini.ng  in  recent  years  and 
was  8  per  cent  smaller  for  the  year  beginning  October  1,  1928  than  for 
the  previous  year.    The  quality  of  the  crop  ^pears  to  be  about  the  same 
as  last  year  and  better  than  in  1927.     (See  Table  4). 

Virg:inia  Sun-cured 

Prices  of  Virginia  Sun-cured  tobacco  in  1929  slightly  higher  than 
those  of  the  1928  season  appear  probable.     The  total  indicated  supply  is 
not  greatly  different  from  that  of  last  year  and  smaller  than  during  either 
of  the  two  preceding  years.     The  quality  of  the  crop  appears  to  be  the  best 
in  recent  years.    The  average  price  on  local  markets  was  10.1  cents  per 
pound  for  the  1928  season  compared  with  13.1  cents  in  1927  sjnd  9.5  cents 
in  1926.     (See  Table  5). 
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Kentucky  and  Tennessee  yir e-cured  ■■'  v.  ':. 

present  indications  are  that  prices  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  . 
Fire-cured  totacco  will  be  slightly  lower  during  the  1929  season 
than  last  year.    I'he  indicated  supply  is  ten  per  cent  larger  than  last 
year  and  slightly  smaller  than  in  1927,  but  the  quality'  of  the  crop 
appears  to  be  slightly  better  than  last  year  and  materially  better 
than  in  1927.    The  disappearance  has  declined  i.n  recent  yeaJs.  The 
average  price  of  the  Hopkinsville  and  Clarksville  type  was  16.2  centF 
per  pound  in  1923  compared  with  18. ."d  cents  in  1927  and  8.4  cents  in 
1926.    The  average  price  of  the  Paducah  type  was  12.7  cents  per  pound 
in  1928  compared  with  12.2  cents  in  1927  and  5  cents-  in  1926.  (See 
Table  6.)  .  •  ' 

Virginia  Fire-cured 

The  prices  of  Virginia  Fire-cured  tobacco  are  expected  to 
average  well  above  those  of  last  year.     In  1928  the  price  on  local 
markets  averaged  10.6  cents  per  pound.     The  indicated  supply  is 
approximately  20  per  cent  less  than  last  year  and  the  smallest  in 
recent  ;^ears.    The  production  indicated  on  November  1  is  slightly 
larger  than  last  year  but  the  stocks  have  been  materially  reduced. 
The  quality  of  the  Crop  is  better  than  last  year.     (See  Table  7)  .' 

Henderson  Stemming  '  .  ; ; 

Present  indi.cations  are  that  the  prices  for  this  type  will 
not  be  greatly  different  from  those  of  last  season.    The  production 
indicated  on  November  1  is  larger  than  last  year  but  the  stocks  re- 
ported on  October  1  were  less  than  one  million  pounds  con^iared  with  ■ 
4.6  million  pounds  a  year  earlier.     The  total  indicated  supply  is  14 
per  cent  less  than  a  year  ago.    The  disappearance  has  declined  in 
recent  years  but  was  larger  during  the  year  just  closed  than  during 
the  preceding  year.     The  quality  of  the  crop  appears  to  be  better 
than  last  year.    The  average' price  on  local  markets  was  12.0  cents 
per  pound  for  the  1928  season  compared  with  9.7  cents  the  previous 
year.     (  See  Table  8)  . 

Cigar  binder 

Present  j.ndicat i.on s  are  that  the  prices  of  Connecticut  Valley, 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  seed  and  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  ' 
and  'Visconsin  cigar  tobacco  wi.  11  be  higher  than'  last  year  for  crops 
running  largely  to  the  binder  grades  and  slightly  lower  for  crops  with 
a  large  proportion  of  the  stemming  grades.     The  average  prices  received 
by  growers  in  1928  were  24  cents  per  pound  for  Connecticut  Valley  •  ^ 
Havana  seed,  21  cents  per  pound  for  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  and 
14. ;d  cents  per  pound  for  Wisconsin  types.     In  all  of  these  sections 
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it  appears  that  the  quality  of  the  crop  will  average  slightly  lower 
than  last  year.    The  total  supply  is  smaller  than  last  year  for  all 
except  the  Wisconsin  types.     In  Wisconsin  the  crop  is  smaller  than 
last  year  but  the  stocks  are  enough  larger  that  the  total  supply 
is  6  per  cent  larger  than  a  year  ago.     (See  Tables  9  to  12)  . 

Ci.°:ar  filler 

Prices  not  greatly  different  from  those  of  1928  appear ■  probable 
for  Pennsylvania  and  Miami  Valley,  f  j.ller  types.     In  Pennsylvania  the 
average  price  received  by  gxowers:  in  1928  was  14  cents  per  pound  and 
in  the  Miami  Valley  it  was  17.5  cents  per  pound.    'I'he  indicated  pro- 
duction, nuality  of  crop  and  stocks  on  hand  in  each  district  are  not 
materially  different  from  those  of  1928.    The  trend  in  the  production 
and  di sappearande  of  these  types  has  been  slightly  downward  during  the 
past  few  years.     However  the  disappearance  for  the  year  beginning 
October  1,   1928  was  approximately,  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous 
year.     (See  Tables  13  to  15)
